Clara A. Sawyer, who labored with her usual patience and fidel- 
ity. The classes in mental arithmetic appeared very well. A 
lack of school books was a disadvantage to the school. 

Mr. Sidney H. Hardy commenced the winter term with the 
prospect of a pleasant and profitable school, but failing to estab- 
lish at first that order so necessary to success, a resort to pun- 
ishment caused most of the scholars toleave before the end of 
the term. Public opinion out of the district sustained the teach-. 
er, and the attempts that were made to break up the school by 
taking out the windows and stove were disgraceful in the ex- 
treme. The school was not visited at all by parents. In the 
“oood time coming” we shall see a new school house and better 
schools in district No. 5.

Alice M. Kingsbury, whose schools have always ranked high. 
The scholars were prompt in recitation and appeared to have 
a practical knowledge of the work completed. Nine of the 
pupils were not absent during the term.

There were twelve scholars present at the examination, and 
we think that they did well. The poorest exercise was in spell- 
ing, while the class in mental arithmetic did admirably. Classes 
in geography also did very well. It is a very unusual thing in 
other districts to find so many visitors present at the close of 
school.

There were fifty-one cases of tardiness, nineteen of which were 
by one scholar.

This school is too small for profit, only three scholars from 
Francestown and one from New Boston in summer. Miss Ka- 
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tie E. Kidder had charge of the summer term and we think she 
did her work well, although absence from town did not give us 
the opportunity to examine the school at its close. 


Miss Josie 31. Hunntington taught the winter school and 
faithfully performed her duties, but the scholars should remem- 
ber that to obtain a practical education, they need to study 
principles as well as rules and definitions. 


# 
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On the whole we think that progress has been made during 
the year. The summer schools did not rank as high as they 
should have done, but teachers and pupils were not wholly to 
blame. We trust that parents will sometime realize the neces- 
sity of expressing more interest in the education of their child- 
ren, and that agents will sometime exercise their judgment in 
the selection of teachers. .We are all aware that we cannot 
raise a beautiful and: substantial superstructure without a foun- 
dation deep and wide, but how little we think of this in the ed- 
ucation of children. It is an opinion almost universal that 
anybody can keep a summer school, and forgetting that the way 
the twig is bent the tree inclines we intrust young and tender 
minds to the care of teachers but little disciplined in thought 
and study ; all this might in ‘a great measure be obviated if agents 
would make the same efforts to obtain good teachers that they 
do to secure faithful farm hands. 


The winter schools, with one exception, were successful. An 
interesting exercise at the examinations in Nos. 4and 7 was the 
repeating, by the scholars, of the ten commandments; we hope 
this will become the practice in all the schools; certainly child- 
hood is the most appropriate time to learn the laws of God.— 
We think that a teacher should require all the scholars to attend 
to the devotional exercises at the opening of school, but find 
one, now and then, that does not call a scholar tardy if he is 
present when the school are through reading the testament.— 
This ought not to be so. It not only cultivates a habit of be- 
‘ing late, but it is an open disregard to the only recognition we 
are required.to make of our dependence on God, | 
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The usual report about old school houses will this year be 
omitted as they speak for themselves. 

We would again call attention to the fact that the schools are 
too small to be profitable. The whole number of scholars in four 
districts attending school the winter term was only twenty-three, 
yet four teachers were employed where one could have done the 
work. We trust an effort will be made to re-divide the town so 
as to form a less number of districts. Eighty-four prize books 
have been distributed on the same plan as last year. 

Some of the scholars were not well supplied with school books, 
while there is not a book of reference in a single district, and but 
few outline maps; if the town would vote to supply each school 
house with a copy of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary and a 
few outline maps it would confer a lasting benefit on the rising 
generation.
